& Family Planning No. G . S . R . 1726 dated the 4th November , 1968 ) for inviting 
objections and suggestions till the 31st January, 1967, from all persons likely to 
be affected thereby ; 

And whereas the Central Government has considered the objections and sug 
gestions received ; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 2 ) of Sec 
tion 4 and sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Act , 1954 (37 of 1954 ) , the Central Government, after consultation with the Cen 
tral Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules , 1955 , namely :
